Law Now Decides Who Shall Be 
To He Delegates 
It is a common belief among politi­ 
cians that at cauonses people are apt 
to vote for the first names on the list; 
that is, if there are a dozen names up­ 
on the list, the first seven are by far 
the most likely to be elected. 
On this 
account there is always a rash to pro­ 
pose names, in order to get them to­ 
wards the top of the list. 
Thirty men 
have been known to demand recogni­ 
tion of the chairman of such a /n e tt­ 
ing at one time. 
To obviate this sort 
of competition the new caucus law 
providea for a manner of establishing 
precedence which is something like a 
lottery. 
It is described as follows in 
the new law. 
[Sec. 6, ch. 812, Laws of 1897 ] — 
The chairman of the county or city 
committee shall call a preliminary 
meeting of the electors of his party in 
each ward, village and town, to be 
held four days prior to the time fixed 
for holding the caucus of his party to 
propose delegates and candidates to be 
voted for at the caucus. 
The chair­ 
man of the ward, village or town, or 
in the absence of such chairman, ie 
caucus 
inspector 
shall 
open 
the meeting. 
After the election of a 
chairman and secretary of the meet­ 
ing, who, by virtue of such election, 
shall also act as chairman and secre­ 
tary of the caucus, the chairman of 
said meeting shall declare nominations 
open for delegates, and candidates, in 
the order given in the call, and the 
names proposed shall be written on 
ballots by the secretary and placed in 
a ballot box; such ballots shall be fur­ 
nished by the county or city com- 
mitee, and be of uniform color and 
size, 
and 
no 
other 
ballots 
shall 
be 
used 
at 
such 
pre- 
llmiciary meeting, and the chairman, 
before entertaining a motion “ that 
nominations may be d o s e d shall 
first put the que»tion to the meeting, 
repeating the same twice: 
“ Are there any further nominat­ 
ions?”

taken and every opportunity given 
electors to propose

G entlem en—I subm it to you a t this tim e for 
your consideration a few facts in regard to the 
condition of educational work in the second 
superintendent district of the county's school was 
m entioned in each of the eightv-six districts 
under m y supervision thus requiring the services 
of 102 teachers w hen all were in session. This 
includes the principals and assistants in the 
H igh schools a t M ilton Junction and C linton’ 
T here are eighty-one schools of only one de. 
partm ent. 
The 
rem aining 
five schools are 
graded and require the services of tw enty-one 
teachers distributed as follows: Clinton, seven: 
M ilton Junction, six; M ilton, four; Shopiere and 
A fton two each. The whole num ber of different 
teachers em ployed was 130. Of these fourteen 
were males, 116 were females. 
The average 
wages per m onth paid to male teachers was 
$40.80, to fem ale teachers 
$27.70. 
The entire 
am ount expended for teachers wages was $25,-

QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHERS. 
At the beginning of the w inter term of school 
we were obliged to advertise for male teachers 
We had enough holding certificates to fill the 
positions but their qualifications were not satis- 
factorr to D istrict Boards in search of m ale 
teachers. By raising the standard of a tta in ­ 
m ent for certificates each year, we m ake some 
enem ies, but it seen* to be the fairest course to 
pursue in order to get the best and not get too 
many. 
From the sworn statem ents of D istrict Clerks 
we observe th a t of the tw'eDty..seven male teach­ 
ers employed lost year, the average m onthly 
wages paid was more than fifty dollars ($50). 
This proves th a t D istrict Boards are men of good 
shnse and are not w illing to auction their 
schools off to the lowest bidder as was formerly 
I he case in some districts. The cry keeps com ­ 
ing, “Give us teachers who are w orthy and well 
qualified, duly and truly prepared, of good re­ 
port and well recommended.

It will be observed th a t over seventy per cent. 
of all money expended was used for teachers 
wages. Our school boards ought to exercise 
great care and discrim ination in the selection of 
teachers. The fact th a t a young m an or young 
wom an holds a teach er's certificate does not al­ 
w ays m eet the higher ideas of qualification. Too 
often the 
able scholar does not possess the 
ability and ta c t to m anage so necessary in the 
truly successful teacher. There is a great lack 
of m aturity in our teaching force. Yet I can see 
th a t on the whole we are im proving. There is 
one question w hich is presenting itself today 
w hich dem ands settlem ent. 
It is the question 
of re-adjusting our districts so as to secure larger 
attendance w ith less inconvenience and lessen 
the burdenr of taxation. The second superinten 
d en t d istric t could do better work a t less ex 
pense if we had sixty instead of eighty-six 
school districts, D uring the year ending, June 
30,161 applicants presented them selves for ex­ 
am ination. Of this num ber seven received cer­ 
tificates of the first grade, thirteen certificates of 
the second grade and 106 certificates of the third 
grade, m aking a total of 126 certificates granted 
during the year. 
A fair num ber of our teachers 
hold state certificates as a result of having com 
pleted college or norm al school courses. Our 
A nnual In stitu te was held a t M ilton Junction 
Aug. 9-13. and was conducted by Prof. Geo 
S hutts and Miss Cornelia Rogers of the State 
N orm al School a t W hitew ater, and Prof. H. C 
Buell, of the Janesville High school. 
President 
A lbert Salisbury, of W hitew ater, delivered the 
A nnual Institute address. IDs subject was “ The 
Law of H ab it.” 
The address was

It gave the 
teachers much work which they could readily 
a d ap t to the conditions of their different schools 
I am convinced th a t m uch good has resulted 
from it. 
During the year much valuable appar 
atus has been placed in our school rooms and 
h as greatly aided our intelligent progressive 
teachers in securing better results in work. 
I 
am g lad ’ to note th a t nearly ail the m aps pur­ 
chased arre in roller cases and will thus be better 
preserved as well as more convenient for use. A 
greater uum ber of good globes were purchased 
th an in any previous year. There has also been 
a goodly am ount of blackboard put in. I wish 
to agaid m ake the statem ent given in a previous 
report in regard to genuine slate blackboard. Itis 
practically everlasting,can easily be moved from 
one p art of the room to another or from an old 
building to a new one. At the present tim e it can 
be purchased at a very reasonable rate. 
I feel 
th a t the report would be incom plete if I did not 
refer to the very satisfactory w orking of the 
library law. 
We have a t present, in our tow n­ 
ship system libraries. 2,037 volumes, purchased 
a t a cost of $1,327.86. Very good use is being 
m ade of the books. Our teachers are beginning 
to thoroughly realize the value of the reading 
m aterial thus placed in their hands. Every 
school room ought to be supplied w ith a good 
substantial case to properly protect the books. 
I find th a t m any districts have already provided 
this necessary article of furniture. 
It is to be 
hoped th a t all the others will speedily follow 
the exam ple. Much work has been done in lines 
w hich are outside the routine of school work. 
A rbor and Bird Day has been observed to the 
beautifying of school premises. 
The im plant­ 
ing of new habits and thoughts in m any pupils. 
D ecoration Day has been fittingly observed and 
we will have a better patriotism in the future. 
In closing I desire to m ake m ention of five not­ 
able “ F lag R aisings” in the Superintendent Dis­ 
trict. These were neld in D istrict No. 6 and No. 
8, Town of Beloit, Jun ctio n No. I and No. 5, Town 
of Rock, and D istrict Nor 5, Town of Clinton. In 
the first four m entioned loft y steel Hag staffs 
were erected. The one in No. 5, Clinton, is a 
very substantial wooden staff. G reat crowds of 
people assem bled on each occasion and we be­ 
lieve th a t m uch good will follow from these pa­ 
triotic assem blages. 
It has been declared by 
the Grand Army leaders of the state t hat Rock 
county stands a t the head of the state in this 
patriotic work. 
It is well to train children in 
patriotism as well as in books for w ithout the 
higher conception of citizenship education is in­ 
com plete.

SUMMER SCHOOLS. 
Much praise is due to Supt. Mayne and to 
Prof. Buell who so successfully m anaged the 
sum m er school a t Janesville. They spared no 
pains to secure the best teachers regardless of 
expense, although the 
enterprise resulted in i 
financial loss to the m anagers, it was pronounced I 
a success by all members of the school. Tw enty- 1 
seven F irst D istrict teachers were in attendance. 
INSTITUTES. 
Three institutes were held during the year. 
The usual am ount of interest has been shown as 
in form er years. A very im portant feature of 
th e work a t each place was the consideration of 
character building. This, It seems to us, is the 
golden thread th a t should be woven into every 
fabric of our education. The m an or woman 
with a clean character is always in dem and. 
The evening lecturers provided ‘in connection 
w ith those institutes were highly appreciateu 
by both the teachers and the people a t large. 
TH E NEW HIGH SCHOOL. 
The people of the City of Evansville are being 
congratulated on their new High school. The 
patrons have been liberal in the way of provid- 
viding money, and the d istrict board and the 
principal of the school have spare no pains in 
providing the best m aterial th a t can be afforded. 
Special care has been m anifested for sanitation, 
durability and convenience. Ample room 
is 
now 
provided for m any years to come. The 
building w as dedicated on the tenth of January 
1898 w ith appropriate exercises. 
TW O-DEPARTM ENT SCHOOLS. 
The school a t Cooksville is now’ graded and 
has two teachers. This gives apparent satisfac­ 
tion to all concerned. The basem ent of the Con­ 
gregational church is used by the prim ary de­ 
partm ent. No rent is charged, so th a t the ex- 
flense of running the two departm ents is but 
ittle more th an the wages of the additional 
teacher. The people a t M agnolia Corners ara 
agitating the question of a graded school at th at 
place. W hen we consider th a t more than sixty 
pupils of all grades are taught by one teacher it 
becomes apparent th at another "teacher may be 
em ployed to advantage. Three adjoining dis­ 
tricts have each about the same num ber of 
pupils as the one in question. Should a graded 
school be established a t th a t place, a goodly 
num ber would very likely attend from adjoining 
districts. The higher branches could be taught. 
so th at pupils could get enough of the High 
school course to enable them to com plete it bv 
leaving home three years instead of four. The 
tuition collected from outsiders would probably 
pay the ex tra teacher. The graded schools a t 
Footville, Fulton, Orfordville aud Cooksville are 
now doing a portion of High school work. 
EDGERTON HIGH SCHOOL. 
The schools in the city of Edgerton are in a 
crowded condition, notw ithstanding the recent 
construction of a High school. On? grade is us­ 
ing a church basem ent while another is so d i­ 
vided th a t a part of the pupils attend for one 
part of the day and the balance for another 
part. I advise th a t steps be taken in the near 
future tow ard building an annex to the school 
house now in use. The Footville school is now- 
provided w ith a furnace in the basem ent. This 
plan of heating has already proven a saving in 
dollars and cents over the "stove system, besides 
affording an even heat. The floor space formerly 
occupied by stoves is now utilized for seating 
pupils. 
I advise this system of heating for Ful­ 
ton and O rfordville. 
LIBRARIES. 


The c erk read the correspondence had with E 
G. Keith, president of the M etropolitan N ational 
Bank, of Chicago, in regard to the paym ent of 
the Rock county asylum bonds.

C arlisle said “ The true university is a collec 
tion of books.” All of our schools now have lib 
raries. On the teacher depends the success or 
failure of our excellent library law. 
We have 
recently placed in the hands of'our teachers and 
d istrict clerks an extensive circular letter in 
f which we have endeavored to give helpful sug­ 
gestions relative to the system atic use and care 
of library books. 
Separate lists are recom ­ 
mended to be read by pupils of the prim ary, the 
middle and the upper form respectively. We 
are confident th a t system must, be applied to 
reading, as well as to other lines of work. lf the 
best results are to be accom plished. A know ­ 
ledge of the contents of the library is now re­ 
quired for the 
common 
school" ciploma. 
especially urge th a t all districts th a t are not a l­ 
ready supplied w ith a book-case procure one 
soon. The case should be provided w ith lock 
and key. Teachers should assist pupils in se­ 
lecting books and should hold them responsible 
for dam ages. 
ARBOR *AND BIRD DAY. 
Law s have been passed in m ost states to pro­ 
tect the lives of birds but they are alm ost wholly 
unobserved. In accordance w ith recent legisla­ 
tive enactm ent the Governor sets ap art one day 
in each year to be known as Arbor and Bird day. 
He requests its observance by all schools in the 
state, by the plantiug of trees, the adornm ent of 
school grounds and the prom otion of the spirit 
of protection of birds and trees. Had we space 
we m ight give conclusive evidence th a t birds are 
the farm ers’ friends. Could the bird population 
be m ultiplied we would harvest a bountiful crop 
of fru it each year. Our birds are becom ing 
fewer, insects more plentiful and orchards less 
fruitful. May we not so in stru ct our boys .and 
girls th a t they will scorn to kill these harm less 
creatures. Through the energy of our splendid 
arm y of teachers, it is hoped th a t a sentim ent of 
protection and kindness to birds m ay be fostered. 
This year we shall expect all the schools to ob­ 
serve the day by holding appropriate exercises. 
CONCLUSION. 
During tw enty years of experience in teaching 
and superintending country schools we have ob­ 
served m any things th at, in our opinion, may be 
done in school to advantage. 
In a recent circu­ 
lar 
sent broadcast over the couniy we have 
norm al i enum erated m any things for the teachers guid­ 
ance. 
Probably no teacher may need to observe 
them all, but every teacher may find am ong 
them suggestions that m ust be "helpful. The 
public school holds the key to the future. 
It 
should signify th a t the nation is a fam ily where 
the strong are am bitious for the weak; where 
there is equality of opportunity; where fratern ­ 
ity is as real as liberty. The "stars and stripes 
floating over our school houses should express 
the highest ideal of patriotism th a t the world
